In a storage organiser eyitem mounted adjacent a 
vail of a storage space comprising * plurality of upright 
panels extending perpendicular to said veil and supporting 
support memfc«r*. therebetvein, the Improvement comprising a 
horizontal rail mounted on said wall and having a projection 
extending upwardly and away from said vail; and each of said 
panels having an edge abutting oald wall with a cutout 
reoeiving said projection whereby said panel* and the 
support »eabers therebetween are hung on said rail,

The atorage organiier system of claim 1 vhicb 
includes At least tvo end panels; means adjacent each end 
panel for preventing the end panels from spreading my f rC n 
each other; and said support members being of a length to 
fit snugly Between said end panels to provide a tight fit to 
hold said panels and support members In place.

"Che storage organiser system of claim \ l n vhioh 
the number of upright panels mounted on* sa£d rail are at 
least three including two end panels and at least one 
intermediate panel located between said end panels; Beans 
adjacent each end panel for preventing the end panels froa 
spreading away from eac* other; and said support Members 
being of a length to fit «nugly between adjacent ones of 
eaid panels to provide a tight fit to hold the said panel* 
and support members In place* •

promotion extending upwardly and away from aaid wall; 
providing a plurality of upright panel* having cutouts along 
one upright edge, said cutouts being shaped to recoive eaid 
projection for hanging eaid panels on aaid rail: hanging 
aaid panols on said rail in parallel spaced relationship to 
each other with the said upright edge* abutting said vail, 
aaid panels being spaced a predetermined distance or 
distances; providing a plurality of support atenbera of a 
length equal to eaid predetermined distance or distances; 
and mounting aaid enpport lasmber* between eaid panel*.

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STORAGE OROAHItER STSTOJ KltD

This Invention relates to a storage organiter 

eyaten and aeans for installing the suae. This systen can 

be u&ea as a closet organizer or lor storing tn different 

pieces such as a garage, basement, pantry or laundry. 

DACKGRourcn or txh t kveotiok 

The present day trend for storing articles aucfc es 

clothing, household articles and tool* ie to provide a 

knockdown eyst*o which Includes a wisher of upright or 

vertical panel a between which axe mounting shelving, clothes 

rode and frequently dravers. The shelve* are adjustable and 

many different arrangenent* arc provided for ouch as double 

hanging rods, shelving at the Incur portion Of the panel* 

and clothes rod* over the shelva* and single rods mounted, at 

the top of the panda tor hanging long items, such as coats, 

etc. Although the organising systeus have become vary 

popular, many of them are quite expensive and difficult to 

install vithiu the storage apace anch aa closeta. To ny 

tootrledge, no inexpensive, easily installed *torag* system 

was conceived prior to this present invention, 

stnocxmr or y pg itftfpffMOM 

lie above need for a low coat storage organizer 
system which can be easily installed vithin a relatively 
short tin* ae coaparsd to other wall scanted or floor 
nounted storage organizers is net by this invention, me 
installation of the organiser of this invention can be done 
by do-it-yourselfers, contractors or closet contractors in a 
relatively short ti*s. 

In accordance with this invention, I provide a 
storage organiser system and the near* for installing the 
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same which sorvw the aaao purpose as othar preeeitt day 
organitora but includes a unique construction vbicb can bo 
told as a knockdown unit and easily installod. Thl* system 
includea a horizontal rail adapted to be nounted on the vail 
in the storage space. tt\is rail Include* & projection 
extending upwardly and away from the wall and i* nouoted 
horizontally on the vail. The eyatem also includes aeveral 
panele, the number depending upon the desired ctor&ge 
configuration, each of the panel* nave any edge abutting 
the vaU with a cutout shaped to be received by the 
projection of the horizontal rail. Thus the uptight panele 
are hung on the rail bo as to project perpendicular from the 
vail. Tha panels are spaced to receive therebetween support 
jnembera such as ahelvea, drawers, and rods, the upright 
panel* can be olid along the rail to proper (pacing in order 
to accommodate the previously cut shelves or drawer* ♦ the 
reds can bo cut or telescoped to the proper length so as to 
fit anugly between eel acted ansa of the upright panale. 

Preferably, <et least three upright panels are 
provided including two end panels and one or more - 
intermediate panels. The end panels are preferably noun ted <. 
*g*in«t the side wall of the storage compartnent such as a 
oloset and the intermediate panels are. mounted between the 
two side panels, in using at least three panels, tvo of the 
panels are spaced to correspond with the length ot the 
shelves and the width of the drawers. The support rode ore 
cut to juflt the right length to provide a tight fit between 
the other tvo panele bq as to hold the panels, shelves, otKl 
drawings in place. 

In accordance with the method* of thia invention, 
the rail is firet eecured to the well, the vertical or

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upright panols are hung on the rail with a spacing to fit 
the »h*lr lengths and/or drawer width*. Tha shelves and 
drawers *rc jaounted betvaen two of tha vertical panels. The 
cloa B t rods are then cut to the desired length «o&ito 
provide a tight fit to prevent tha panels or rod* fro* 
ahitting. In *oa« instances khere a shelf i» provided above 
closet rv&B, the shelf has to b« cut to also provide a tight 
fit. 

In accordance with thia invention. I have provided 
a law coat Btoraga organ izer Byeten that ia eimple and easy 
to install and in which tha shelves can be adjusted 
vertically and horizontally. This systea can be roaoved and 
reinstalled at another location ouch an a new hcau. It is 
very simple syetsn in which tha only fasteners are those 
which secure the horizontal rail to the wall ot the storage 
epace. Other featnrea and advantagea of tha invention Vill 
become evident froa the detailed description of the 
preferred enbodinent as described heraijibelov.

Referring to tha dxevinge, Piga. 1 and a, diadoee 
a spaoific etoraga organiser ahich illustrate* tha system of 
this invention* This storage organisar include* a plurality 
of upright, passls including the end pane la i and 2 between 
vhich are located interaediata panels 3, 4 and Ml of 
theea upright panels are wanted on the support rail & 
attached to tha trail ma specifically disclosed In Fig*. 1 
and a. Vhe two sida panel* l and » are taunted immediately 
adjaoaat and abutting, ths sida walls i and p, respectively. 
Tha upright panel » la nounted on rail 6 a distance from 
P*aal 1 to accooaodata tha shelf or top ic* and ah+lvas 10b, 
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10c, 10d and 10a. top or shelf 11a and shelves lib, lie, 
lid and ii # arft »ot2nt«d between the upright panoia 4 And 5. 
Mounted between upright panela 2 and s is the shelf or top 
12a, shelf la and the roJ 13. K» last coinpartweiit In thio 
systea is located between the upright panala 3 and <, This 
coaparttoent includes the two rods 14a and 14b. 

The systen provides storage for clothing or other 
itans on the shelving 10b, 10c f lOd and 10a above the floor, 
tft» Hanging of clothe* on rod* 14a and 14b above the floor, 
tba storage of clothing on shelving lib, lie, lid and lie 
also above the floor and the storage of clothing on the 
shelving 12 and the hanging of clothing on rod «• it is 
important that this entire unit Is entirely supported by the 
rail « as vill be described hereinafter. 

Referring to each of the ocBpenonts forming up 
this systea, rail 6, as disclosed acre specifically in Figs. 
«, 7, and a. Includes en elongated. nstal rail having two 
Isgs IS And 17 arranged at an angle ■pproxtoatoiy 50* fro* 
aach other, ibe leg 16 has « plurality of spaced openings 
1Q through which sorevo l» are inserted for securing the 
rail to the studs of the wall 7, There are * •nfficieot 
OCTber of thaee opening, so that at least one of the* can be 
tllgaed with each of the etnds in the wall', xfce ncunting or 
rapport rails « are generally 4 or a feet in length and in 
order to use several rails to accomodate greater lengths of 
organ! tar systems, one end of the rail bee a truncated 
Shaped extension 20 while the other and has a 
correspondingly shaped cutout or recess 21 for receiving an 
extension 3a of an adjacent end of the rail as disclosed in 
Pig. 6. The aowtting rail is cwostrrotod of U gangs steel 
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1-1/2* vide and bent At ita longitudlnAl center to prctfuc* 
the two leg* 16 and 17. . 

vortical panel, are identical. They are 
preferably 4fi- long, 12 «. vide and 5/8- thlcK laminated 
panels, although the panel* could be **de of solid wood or 
any other material ana bo of different lengths and widths. 
Two vertical rove of 12** holes 22 are provided cm each vide 
of the panels, as disclosed in Figs. 1, 3 # 4 ana 5. These 
holes ere provided to receive rod and supports 23 and shelf 
pica 24 which will be deacribed in greater detail 
hereinafter. 

Of extreme inportance to this invention la the 
cutout 25 in the edge 26 of each panel that abuts against 
the wall 7. This cutout 25, aa disclosed in Figs* 1-10, Is 
substantially triangular in shape and baa tha two elongated 
sides 27 and 28, rba angles between these two aides are 
such a* to aetUTOodate and receive the leg 17 of rail «. 
Thus, tha aids 27 of cutout 25 apprortaates tha angle 
faetveen the legs 16 and 17 of rail 6 which is approximately 
W. The aide 2« of cutout 23 la such as to eliminate any 
interference between the aide 28 and the rail 6* Thus, ae 
will be teen in rig. 8, it extend* approximately froa tha 
and of leg 17 to just below tha end of lag la Q f n ll «. 
Tha cutout 25 can take wany different configurations vitheut 
departing froa the spirit of thia invention. On. example of 
a different configuration la shown in rig, il whereiA the 
cutout 25a is formed by a router so as to provide the aide 
27a supported by lag 17 of the rail «. 

It will bo seen frtm thia description and 
particularly trow Figs. 8 and 11 that each of tha panala 1, 
2, 3, 4 and 5 are hung on the leg 17 of rail 6 in the aanner 
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aa diaclo^ ^ y la , 5 co ao diaclwd ^ pig ^ ^ 

edg* 2« ot the panels abut gainst the vail 7. 

The shelves 10a, 10b, iOo, 10d, 10b r 11a, job, 
lie, lid, lie, 13 wdiiftrt mounted betvean their 
respective panels la » conventional vay. *haee shelves or* 
constructed of laninated vood, solid vood or any other 
material. They are ttounted on the panels and can be 
adjustable vertically thereon by changing the position of 
ahalf Pin« 30 vtdch ere alec conventional elennmta that are 
supported in the openings 12 by pin 31 (rlq. 8). As beet 
disclosed In rig, 3, the shelf .pina are mounted in 
horizontally-aligned holes or openings 33. 

The closet rode 13, 14a and lab are Buppcrted on 
the upright panel* by the rod end support* 33, shown in 
greater detail in Figs. » and 10. *ed and supports 3Z 
include the bac* 33 having the pins j< extending from on* 
side thereof and a rod sxtpport flange 35 extending from the 
opposite Aide thereof. Flange 33 ie U-shapod to receive a 
rod such aa rod 13. Rod end support 33 ±a oounted on the 
P*nal- by the tvo pins 34 extending into spaced openings or 
holes 33 end the rod 13 is supported in the saddle portion 
ox the U-shaped flange 35. 

Having described all the ooaponanta of ay 
Invention, the method of installation of *y organizer ayeta* 
will now be described. 

The installation of ay organiaer system la 
**tre»ely sia^le as compared to other syateaj* of this type. 
It starts by establishing the height at which the entire 
«yst« is to be hung above the floor. Once this distance 
has bean established (which is suggested to be B0-) , by the 
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ua« of a level, a line tm drevn on the closet vail 60« abov« 
the floor. and the nil 6 i* then mounted to the stude of 
the vail J above tho Hem tooking sure that the screws are 
••cured in the studs, la »oat instance*, two or store 
sections of the rail are utilised at* they are connected 
together a* disclosed in Pig. 6, the projection 20 of one 
end or one rail extending into the recess 21 of *n adjacent 
rail, However, it 8 foot rail* are used generally only one 
is required. The vertical panels l, 2, a, 4. and 5 are then 
hung on the i»o*nting rail a. Preferably the end panel* 1 
end a are mounted adjacent the eidevallfl 9 and 9. Panel 3 
i» hang on tho rail at a predetermined distance aetata Li ahed 
by the length of the shelves iQa, 10b, 10c f lOd and 10b. 
These shelve* can then be Mounted betireen panels 1 and 3 by 
loeans of the shelf pine 24 inserted into the desired 
opening* to give the desired spacing between the. shelves 
which can be varied by time to tine. Xext, panel 3 in 
•paced a distance fro* panel 2 ae determined by tha length 
of ehelvee 12 and 12a and tbeee shelves can be spunted 
between tha panel* 2 and & by naane of ehelf pins 24- Ehe 
rod 13 is also supported between the panels 2 and 5 by means 
of tht rofl end support* it. care should be taken that the 
rod 17 is of proper length to correspond with the length* of 
the ehelvee 15 and Ua so that tha panel* 2 and 5 are 
parallel to each other* 

Panel 4 la next adjusted along the rail 6 so ae to 
be spaced froa panel 5 * distance determined by the length 
of the shelve* 11a, lib, lie, lid and u«, The shelf pin* 
24 are then inserted in appropriate openings 22 and shelves 
11*, lib, lie, Ud and 11* or* supported tberoon.
